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VIRGIL VILLAGE- CONCEPTUAL TRAFFIC CALMING PLAN 


CORNER PLAZA 


There is an opportunity for a unique public space at the southwest comer of Virgil Avenue and Santa Monica Boulevard 
and another at the northeast corner Eliminating the existing “slip lanes" located between the curb and islands will 
improve traffic safety by eliminating uncontrolled merging and, at the same time, provide two large public spaces. The 
southwest plaza is located adjacent to the Bureau of Street Lighting yard where street lighting poles, luminaires and 
other equipment are stored. This facility is a distinctive part of East Hollywood and Virgil Village's history. 


The southwest public space can build upon that identity, taking advantage of the need to the relocate the Vermonica 
art installation currently located in the parking tot of the shopping center at the corner of Vermont Avenue and Santa 
Monica Boulevard, in the words of Shelia Klein, Vermonica is “An artist initiated sculpture located in the parking lot 
of a mini-mall. It is a drive-in museum of street lighting. Completed with help and cooperation from diverse City of 
Los Angeles Bureaus and Departments, businesses, the neighborhood, and lots of friends. It functions within and 
without the realm of art, offering light, history, visual interest, and formal composition to anyone who ventures upon it. 
Vermonica ’ is named for the intersection where it is located, Vermont and Santa Monica Boulevard, it might have to 
be renamed "Virmonica" at its now location where it would showcase distinctive City of Los Angeles street lights with a 
larger public space. That total available space for the southwest plaza is approximately 8,000 square feet (almost the 
size of two residential lots). The total available space for the northeast plaza is between 4,000 and 5,000 square feet 
Both are large enough to create a significant gateway and inviting, usable public spaces.

Here is the letter that an associate of Klein’s sent to the city on Jan. 30: 

Hello Everyone, 

I’m going to be helping Sheila on this issue. I’m an attorney who works in moral rights and 
preservation issues sometimes. I’m also President of the Mural Conservancy of Los Angeles. Please 
don’t let either of these things intimidate you. It’s not my goal to start some legal process. I’m helping 
Sheila as someone who knows this area of law and has dealt with many artists over the years, as well 
as the City in these issues. Hopefully I will be able to help get this done. You can continue to 
communicate with Sheila, but I would like to be included on those communications. 

This is certainly an interesting situation. Very basically, Sheila should have been consulted before her 
piece was moved, and it shouldn’t bear her name in its present state/ location. To resolve the issues, 
we would like the following conditions to be met: 

1. Sheila would be made a consultant in re-siting the “Vermonica” installation. She would help 
configure the space and installation in its new location. If it is done to her specifications, her name 
can again be used on the piece. 

2. She continues to be called and interviewed about this situation. The piece was moved and re¬ 
configured without her approval, so it really does not reflect her intent at this point. Therefore, a sign 
should be installed immediately explaining what is going on with the piece. 

3. Ultimately, we would like some sort of educational component around this situation to help prevent 
these issues in the future.

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4. We understand that the City wants “Vermonica” as part of its collection. That is fine, but we would 
agree to that only after it has been reconfigured appropriately, and we would like the (hopefully 
nominal) legal fees associated with that to be covered. 

We would like all of this agreed to before Sheila expends the funds for travels to Los Angeles. Then 
when she comes to town, we can put any paperwork behind us, and she can get on the path toward 
fixing the situation.

Mr. Bjorgum: 

My name is Kimberly Miera, and I advise the Department of Cultural Affairs on behalf of the Los Angeles City 
Attorney's Office. Ms. Brazell shared your January 30, 2018 e-mail with me regarding the Vermonica installation. As 
you may be aware, the project was a temporary installation on private property using street light poles owned by the 
City. To assist with the temporary installation, the Department of Cultural Affairs awarded the artist a small grant to 
cover installation costs. There was no underlying agreement with the City. Moreover, the installation on private 
property was always envisioned as a temporary installation, and the street light poles, which are owned by the City, 
were removed at the request of the private property owner on November 17, 2017. 

We believe VARA does not apply to the arrangement of the street light poles for many reasons, one of which being 
that they served a utilitarian function by lighting the private parking lot. Therefore, Ms. Klein was not entitled to notice 
under VARA that the City's street light poles were to be removed. The poles were never given to Ms. Klein and 
remain City property. Accordingly, the City determines what becomes of the poles. As you are aware, the City did re¬ 
install its street light poles in a different location on the same day, November 17, 2017. As the poles are in a similar, 
but slightly different configuration as Vermonica since the current space is smaller, there is no nameplate attributing 
the reconfigured poles to Ms. Klein. 

The Department of Cultural Affairs is willing to consider hiring Ms. Klein as a consultant in the future to consult on 
perhaps a similar installation, but as of now, the City will not be posting any sign at the location explaining what is 
happening with the street light poles, and the City will not agree to cover any attorney's fees associated in any way 
with any aspect of this situation.

Hello Everyone, 


I’m going to be helping Sheila on this issue. I’m an attorney who works in moral rights and preservation issues 
sometimes. I’m also President of the Mural Conservancy of Los Angeles. Please don’t let either of these things 
intimidate you. It’s not my goal to start some legal process. I’m helping Sheila as someone who knows this area of law 
and has dealt with many artists over the years, as well as the City in these issues. Hopefully I will be able to help get this 
done. You can continue to communicate with Sheila, but I would like to be included on those communications. 


This is certainly an interesting situation. Very basically, Sheila should have been consulted before her piece was moved, 
and it shouldn’t bear her name in its present state/ location. To resolve the issues, we would like the following conditions 
to be met: 


1. Sheila would be made a consultant in re-siting the “Vermonica” installation. She would help configure the space and 
installation in its new location. If it is done to her specifications, her name can again be used on the piece. 

2. She continues to be called and interviewed about this situation. The piece was moved and re-configured without her 
approval, so it really does not reflect her intent at this point. Therefore, a sign should be installed immediately explaining 
what is going on with the piece. 

3. Ultimately, we would like some sort of educational component around this situation to help prevent these issues in the 
future. 

4. We understand that the City wants “Vermonica” as part of its collection. That is fine, but we would agree to that only 
after it has been reconfigured appropriately, and we would like the (hopefully nominal) legal fees associated with that to 
be covered. 


We would like all of this agreed to before Sheila expends the funds for travels to Los Angeles. Then when she comes to 
town, we can put any paperwork behind us, and she can get on the path toward fixing the situation.
